Melt-mixed compositions comprising a polyamide, a polyamide oligomer and a flame 
retardant are known from D1. The applicant has disclaimed the melt-mixed 
compositions as claimed in D1 , as well as the compositions of the comparative 
examples mentioned in D1 . Thus the claimed subject-matter is novel. 

It can, however, not agreed with that the compositions according to D1 accidentally fall 
in the range of the present application. The triazine flame retardants of D1 belong to the 
group of organic halogen-free flame retardants of the present application. Parts 
prepared with organic halogen-free flame retardants are said to have better flame 
retardancy and improved mechanical properties, see page 14, line 6 of the description. 
The same advantages are disclosed in D1 , see the second paragraph of the abstract 
(superior fire-resisting property, flow property, mould releasability, mechanical 
properties etc.). 

Thus those compositions of the present application which comprise organic halogen- 
free flame retardants are simple alternatives to the compositions of D1 comprising a 
triazine flame retardant. For providing such alternatives the skilled person just had to 
take any other of the well-known flame retardants for polyamides. Such a choice 
establishes novelty, it does, however, not involve an inventive step. Thus the subject- 
mater of claims 1 to 8 is deemed not to comply with the requirements of Art. 33(3) PCT. 
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
